A case resulting from an alleged 
gift made thirteen years ago and in­ 
volving about $400 in costs— all for 
the possession of an old gran dfath er 
clock- was heard this week before 
the Superior Court of Pennsylvania. 
The persons in the case are George 
W. Sherman, W estm inster, and C. A. 
Stoner, G ettysburg, and the 
circum ­ 
stances involved are decidedly unique. 
On the first day of October, 190S, 
Mrs. Hate O. Wolf and her nephew, 
George W. Sherman, called upon W il­ 
liam H errh, 
F^sq., 
a member of the 
local bar. 
Mrs. Wolf informed Mr. 
Her sh 
that 
she had 
given the old 
“ Miley" clock, the name of the tim e­ 
piece in question, to Mr. Sherman and 
wanted a paper of some sort to sign 
showing that the transfer had actu ­ 
ally taken place. 
A declaration was then signed by 
Hate O. Wolf which said: “ I hereby 
certify 
that 
th e G randfather Clock 
now standing in the dining room of 
my home on York struct* in G ettys­ 
burg is the old Miley clock and is 
the property of George W. Sherm an 
of W estm inster, Maryland. 
I give 
the same to 
him, as 
it was the old 
family clock.” 
In 1917 Hate (). W olf was adjudg­ 
ed unable to look after her affairs by 
decree of the Court of Common Pleas 
of A d a m s county and David M. Wolf, 
a step son, residing in Baltimore, was 
appointed her committee. 
Mrs. Wolf 
remained in her old home at G ettys­ 
burg in immediate care of a 
house­ 
keeper 
until 1919 without disturbance 
of the 
clock 
or other 
contents and 
furnishings of her home. 
Sold a t Public Sale. 
On June 14, 1919 the furnishings of 
the Wolf home were consigned by the 
committee to IT. B. Bender for public 
«a!e, and sold, including the clock, ut 
public auction in front of the court 
house. 
C. A. Stoner became the p u r­ 
chaser of the gran d fath er clock. This 
sale 
was 
made 
without notice to 
George W. Sherman. 
Less than a month later Mr. Sher­ 
man came to G ettysburg to visit his 
aunt, Mrs. Wolf, and discovered th at 
«he had been removed to H arrisburg 
and that the gran dfather clock had 
t**en sold at 
public 
auction to Mr. 
Stoner. 
Mr. Sherm an at once insti­ 
tuted action of reolevin for the clock 
and the case w as subsequently tried 
before the court without a jury, re ­ 
sulting in a verdict for the defendant 
in an opinion filed by Judge Mcl’her-
